CALLER-RUN CLUBS 


THEIR PROS AND CONS 
By “Railroad Bill” Barr 


Too quick a look at caller-run clubs 
versus dancer-run clubs might be 
somewhat misleading to all concerned, 
for perhaps there is neither black nor 
white but simply shades of gray when it 
comes to making comparisons as to the 
advantages of one over the other. 
Certainly most callers and cuers would 
prefer that dancers run the program, get 
the hall, arrange for refreshments, and 
then hire them to call (cue) the dance. 

It would appear that caller-run 
clubs are a response to declining 
attendance or a lack of leadership 
skills in the present generation of 
dancers. Let's see where we can take 
the best of both concepts and come up 
with a winner for the future of square 
dancing in the '90's and beyond. 

Leaders are made, not born. 
Anyone can learn the necessary skills

ca refully! 





to be an effective scoutmaster, teacher, 
camp counselor - or yes, Virginia - 
president of a square dance club. 
Callers should share their knowledge 
with the dancers who support them 
and try to help with any problems 
which may arise. 

Suggestions, not orders, should be 
the rule here, or else our whole 
purpose will be defeated. Leaders 
must be groomed for positions of 
responsibility in the future, and this 
can be done in a non-obtrusive manner 
so that the person really feels wanted 
and noL pressured. Organizational 
skills mean that each function should 
have its own committee and head of 
committee, either a single person or co- 
chaired if required. Ask for volunteers 
in a constructive and enthusiastic 
manner, not: "Does anyone want to do 
refreshments?... I didn't think so." Try 
to put everyone to work on something. 

Persistence. Persistence is the key to 
success. Don’t give up. Don’t say, "We 
tried it in "76, and it didn’t work." Almost 
anything can be made to work if enough 
time, effort and perhaps money is thrown 
at it. The key is to be sure that it is what 
you want and need in the first place. 
Educate, don’t criticize. Be positive: "We 
had almost 50 people at the dance," not 
"We only had 5 and 1/2 squares." 

Caller-run clubs neatly avoid most of 
the problems by putting the.work on 
just one or two people - the caller and 
partner. It all gets done because it has 
to. But think of all the things that 
might not get done - hall decorating, 
flyers from other callers, real coffee 
instead of instant, etc. 

As the decade begins, let's see how 
we can respond to the challenge of 
reactivating our dancer organizations.

RICHARD E. DOYLE 


Noted square dance caller Richard E. 
Doyle, 84, of Milton, Massachusetts, died 
June 15, 1990, 

Dick and his late wife, Evelyn, took 
ballroom dance classes back in the 1940's, 
With his background in ballroom dancing, 
it was only natural that Dick would find in 
round dancing an ouilet for his talent and 
an opportunity to share with hundreds - 
perhaps thousands - of folks in New 
England and elsewhere his love of the 
dance. With his patience and lack of so- 
called "temperament," he not only made 
dancers, he made friends. 

Dick began calling for square dances in 
1949. He called for the Girl Scouts or 
anyone who would listen as he gained 
experience. He called at the parking lot of 
Copeland Farms (Pepsi plant), and at 
Cunningham Park, Brockton Fair. Out of 
this was formed "The Blue Hill 
Promenaders," a square dance group that 
originated new rounds and material, 
Because of their knowledge of rounds and 
squares, they became New England's most 
popular workshop club. 

In the 50% and 60's Dick and Evelyn 
enlisted in a movement to build Square 
and Round Dancing. Dick was a charter 
member of the Old Colony Callers 
Association and called at national square 
dance conventions. In 1951, Dick formed 
а square dance orchestra, 

For 22 years the Doyles called and 
danced from December to March at the 
Publix House, a guest inn at Sturbridge 
Village. Dick was healthy enough never to 
cancel a date, He also called for 12 years 
for the Minutemen of Lexington. 

Dick always stressed that Square and 
Round Dancing were for the dancers’ 
enjoyment, not for the caller or cuer to 
show off his or her knowledge of intricate 
figures and steps. Smooth dancing was 
number one in Dick's Bible of Dancing. 

Dick was one of the founders of The 
New England Caller (now The Northeast 
Square Dancer). For more than two 
decades he authored the Round Dance 
column, thereby guiding the history of 
Round Dancing in New England through 
the pages of the magazine. His contribu- 
tion of the monthly Round was eagerly 
awaited by Round Dance teachers and 
dancers alike, Dick and Evelyn for many 





years aoe on the NECORTA Round 
Dance Screening Com mittee. 

Dick enjoyed a long-time friendship 
with Charlie Baldwin, originator and first 
editor of The Caller. At the inception of 
this relationship, an event occurred which 
resulted in a new nickname for Dick. He 
and Evelyn were dancers at a little dance 
in Milton. Charlie Baldwin, who was the 
caller for the dance, asked the group what 
they wanted for the last dance of the night. 
A discussion took place, and Dick 
requested "My Little Girl," and declared, "I 
will call it!" Charlie heard this, jumped off 
the stage, joined Evelyn, and told Dick to 
go right ahead. Dick enjoyed this until he 
went to the big dance of the week - 
Saturday night at the Brockton YMCA. 
Many people, along with Charlie, forced 
Dick to repeat his performance. From that 
time, Dick acquired the nickname "My 
Little Girl Doyle." 

Dick called less as the years went by, 
but his round dancing grew. It was his 
love of grace and perfection and Evelyn's 
lave of people that made this eouple go as 
far as they did. They enjoyed what they 
were doing. In 1980, The Yankee Clipper 
Award was bestowed upon the Doyles. 

For several years, Dick and Evelyn 
raised money for cystic fibrosis research and 
education because Joseph and Virginia, two 
of their five children, died of that disease. 

Following Dick's announcement of 
retirement, many people wrote this 
magazine. A common thread moved 
throughout those letters. It was; "Thanks 
jor the many happy hours of dancing 
pleasure both of you gave us, It was а 
privilege and honor to be associated with 
Dick and Evelyn Doyle." 

Now, they will both be missed,

month for this column. I have a 
few good ideas for chicken to share 
with you. Hope you like them. 
Honey-Baked Chicken 
Cut up a 3-Ib. frying chicken. Mix 1/4 
cup honey with 1/4 cup prepared brown 
mustard and 1 TBSP lemon juice. In a 
350° F. oven, melt 4 TBSP butter in a 
baking pan. When the butter is quite hot, 
arrange the chicken pieces in the pan, skin 
side down. Sprinkle the chicken with 1/2 
tsp. salt and 1/4 tsp. pepper. Spread half 
of the honey mixture over the top of the 
chicken pieces and bake in a 350° oven for 
20 minutes. Turn skin side up, spread 
with the remaining half of the honey 
mixture and bake for 30 minutes more or 
until the chicken is done. Serves 4. 
Baked Chicken in Cornflake Crumbs 
Cut up a 3-lb. frying chicken. Rub the 
pieces with 1/2 tsp. salt, 1/4 tsp. pepper, 
and 1/2 tsp. paprika. Dip 
the seasoned pieces in 
melted butter and roll in 
crushed cornflake crumbs. 
In a 350° oven melt 1/4 
lb. of butter in a baking 
pan. When the butter is 
quite hot, arrange the 
chicken in pan, skin side 
up. Bake, uncovered, basting with butter 
and drippings from the pan for about 50 
minutes or 'til chicken is done. Serves 4. 
Butter-Crust Baked Chicken 
Cut up a 3-lb. frying chicken and place 
the pieces, skin side up, in a buttered 
baking pan. In a bowl, cream 1/2 cup soft 
butter with 1/2 cup flour, 1 tsp. salt, 1/4 
tsp. pepper and 1/2 tsp. paprika and 
spread this mixture over the top of the 
chicken pieces, Place the chicken in a 
400° oven and bake for 20 minutes. 
Reduce heat to 350' and bake for 30 
minutes more or until chicken is done. 
Serves 4. 





Enough for hot chicken. Let's serve 
the chicken cold for a change. 

Chicken, Celery & Almond Salad 

3 cups diced, cooked chicken 

2 cups chopped celery 

2 cups toasted, slivered almonds 

3 TBSP chopped parsley 

2 cups mayonnaise 

salt & pepper to taste 

washed, torn lettuce, dried 

Combine chicken, celery, almonds and 
parsley. Toss with mayonnaise and season 
to taste with salt and pepper. Heap mix- 
ture onto a bed of lettuce; chill. Serves 8. 


1. When frying chicken, add

HINTS | covering to the oil (before it's 
heated). The chicken will 
absorb it and become a beautiful golden 
brown - like it's been fried in pure butter. 
2. Do not throw away odd pieces of 
chicken necks, wings and backs.

4. To make a great coating for 
chicken or meat, put a package, — 
of dry mix dressing and stale : 
bread into your blender and 
turn it on for a few seconds. “у-у? 
(This delicious seasoning can 3 
be used on cutlets or pork chops, also.) 
For extra zest, add paprika and garlic salt.

Rest and relaxation mean 
moderation, not boredom. In square 
dancing we have the opportunity of 
visiting other clubs.

We all have to 
learn not to turn everything we do into 
a goal-oriented endeavor. The key is to 
stay with what you enjoy and expand 
your horizons.

We also should not rule out an 
activity because we think we cannot 
excel. Most of us, especially successful 
people, dislike being a novice at 
anything. It makes us feel insecure. 
You can have just as much fun in a 
beginner square dance workshop as in 
advanced dancing. 

Don’t put off until tomorrow the fun 
that you can have today. Too often, we 
promise ourselves to check something 
out when we have more time. But if we 
put off enjoying our free time for too 
long, we may find that we will never 
find that right moment to savor it.

CHALLENGE RAMBLINGS 





Do you remember what the July 
"Challenge Ramblings" was about? It was 
about defining calls and used Curve Right 
as an example. The column was long and 
complicated. To further add confusion, one 
of the six definitions was accidentally 
deleted, This made the column more 
incomprehensible than usual, So, go find 
your duly issue. Make the following 
correction, read the whole thing again, and 
see if it doesn't make more sense this time, 

After definition #4 (the Press Ahead, 
Quarter Right, and Press Ahead One) add 
the following: #5 - On a Curve Right, the 
designated dancers do the beau's part of a 
Wheel Thru. 

This month I will introduce you to some 
global ways of ehanging square dancing 
that can add challenge. The goal of these 
changes is to have fun by taking actions 
that we do without thinking and causing us 
to have to think again. In order to actually 
perform these changes, you will need to 
have everyone in your square agree to the 
change and probably have practiced a little 
bit beforehand. When I do this, I try to 
dance in the back or off to one side of the 
hall so as not to distract the other sets. 

The simplest change I first heard of was 
Arky dancing. Instead of squaring up 
normally, square up with every couple 
sashayed. The men will dance as if they 
were women, and the women will dance as 
if they were men, Most calls remain the 
same except for sex-dependent calls. There 
are many sex-dependent calls in the 
Mainstream dance program and often they 
are delivered by the caller with no catch-up 
time. Examples include Star Thru, Slide 
Thru, Allemande Left, Men Run, Box the 
Gnat, and Ladies in Men Sashay. In 
addition to sex-dependent calls causing 
difficulty in Arky dancing, the non-sex- 
dependent calls which are only used from 
certain sex arrangements will be tough. 
These include Promenade, the Courtesy 
Turn in Right and Left Thru and 8 Chain 
Thru, Cross Trail Thru, and sometimes 
things as simple as Square Thru. 

Another popular variant of Arky 
dancing is to have a square of men and a 
square of women, Mach dancer will dance 
the part of the sex who normally squares 


Baker 
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up there. Calls like Ladies Trade can 
become very difficult unless people 
cooperate and raise their hand when 
identified. Often a friendly competition 
develops between the two squares. 

The next change to try after mastering 
Arky dancing is Mirror Image dancing. 
Again, everyone squares up with sashayed 
couples. In this change everyone will dance 
his own sex’s part. The change that mirror 
image dancing requires is to interchange 
the meaning of right and left everywhere. 
Since the man squares up with a lady on 
his right, in a mirror image set he will have 
to square up with a lady on his left. 1f the 
first call were "Heads Square Thru 4," the 
heads would move into the middle and do 
what amounts to a Left Square Thru 4. If 
the next call were a Do Si Do, everyone in 
the mirror square would have to do a left- 
shoulder Do Si Do. If the next call were 
Right and Left Thru, everyone would give a 
left pull by and reverse courtesy turn. The 
man would put his left hand behind the 
lady's back, and she would walk forward in 
an arc to her right while he backs up. 
Mirror image is just like trying to drive a 
ear in England! If you are dancing in a hall 
with a large mirror on one wall, a mirror 
image set looks normal when viewed in the 
mirror My experience is that a square 
should have a walkthru on the simple stuff: 
Allemande Left, Promenade (which goes 
clockwise with the men still on the inside), 
Right and Left Thru, Pass Thru, Wheel and 
Deal, etc. before undertaking a Mirror 
Image square at dance speed. 

After mastering Mirror Image, it is 
sometimes fun to try Arky Mirror Image. 
The square starts normal, bul the men 
dance the lady's part and all lefts are right. 
If there were a square in the middle of the 
dance floor attempting Arky Mirror Image, 
you wouldn't know that something was 
different except that every call would 
appear to be a big challenge and they may 
break down a lot (often on "simple" calls).

The original concept which led to the acceptance of Track II included a full family of 
Track calls - Track I, Track II, Track Ш and even Track IV. Track lI is practically 
a Mainstream call, it is so popular, and perhaps now is the right time to explore at 
least one additional member of what is for the most part a forgotten action. 


TRACK I: AS A WORKSHOP IDEA 
STARTING FORMATION: The completed Double Pass Thru Formation. 


THE ACTION: Described from standard position. The boys will start walking 
around the girls, and the girls start their Track action, changing sides of the 
"columns"; but the individual leaders stop 1/2 way across the set to form a wave as 
the trailers stop after completing their "Trade" to end as a couple behind the center wave, 


ENDING FORMATION: The 1/4 Tag Formation 


COMMENTS: The action is easily understood; and with the popular use of the 1/4 
Tag Formation, Track I provides another setup to the 1/4 Tag Formation.

1. The take-up lever should be at its high- 
est point, the threads brought under the 
presser foot and drawn back diagonally. 
2. Position the needle into the fabric 
where the first stitch is to fall. 
3. Holding the thread ends, lower the 
presser foot, 
4. Stitch, controlling the speed to a 
steady, rhythmic tempo. 
5. When the end of the seam is 
reached, bring the take-up lever to its 
highest point by turning the balance 
wheel forward (never backward). 
6. Raise the presser foot and withdraw

the fabric to the back and left. 
7. Sever the threads by drawing them 
across the thread cutter. 

This procedure should become so 
"automatic" that it is done without 
thought. Although the establishment of 
such good habits requires deliberate 
attention in the beginning, it results in 
a more evenly controlled acceleration of 
the machine and in a perfectly formed 
and positioned first stitch. The 
evidence of such good handling of the 
sewing machine is revealed in the more 
exact assembling of seams, collars, 
facings, pockets and all other intricate 
details of sewing. 

To close, ГЇЇ just say your garment is 
only as perfect as your seams. Take the 
time, make it perfect - and 'til next month, 
may all your projects be "Sew Easy."

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At the end of last season | attended 
several meetings of callers and dancers. 
I noted that a lot of work was being 
done at these meetings to make square 
dancing better for everyone. I also 
realized that few dancers or callers 
know about most of this work. Often 
people ask what happens to the money 
from the New England Square and 
Round Dance Convention. There was a 
time when that was a tough question to 
answer. These days it is much easier. 

Most of the money taken in from 
convention admissions goes to pay 
convention expenses. Any remainder is 
divided among three organizations - 
EDSARDA, NECCA and NECORTA - 
representing the dancers, the callers 
and the round dance leaders. The 
income from the convention is the sole 
support for all of these organizations. 
Together they support the CO-OP 
Committee, which was formed many 
years ago to provide a way for the 
dancers arid the callers and leaders to 
work together for the goad of the square 
dance activity. Through this support 
CO-OP is spending substantial amounts 
on trial promotional campaigns in 
various New England locations. The 
hope is to find a promolional method 
that works well so that all clubs can 
make use of it. 

I cannot speak for what the other 
organizations do with their share, but I 
know of several things that NECCA has 
done. They have, from the beginning, 
paid the lion’s share of the expenses of 
Square Dance Awareness Day events in 
Boston. (This year it is September 9, 
and it’s a great party. Consider 
gathering your friends for a trip to 
Boston that afternoon!) NECCA also 
paid most of the expenses for the Trail 
Qut dances at the Danvers conventions, 
thus providing that all the money that

these events generated went directly to 
the designated square dance charities. 
They have also contributed toward the 
expense of a booth promoting square 
dancing at the Woodstock, Connecticut 
Fair. This booth is operated by the 
Woodstock Country Dancers club. 
Recently, NECCA became a life member 
of the New England Square Dance 
Foundation and also contributed 
$500.00 to help the Foundation pay 
off its mortgage. 

Some of NECCA's share of the New 
England Square and Round Dance 
Convention proceeds has been used 
each year to subsidize a training clinic 
to encourage high standards of 
performance among New England 
callers. Тһе clinies are a form of 
"Continuing education." This year's 
clinie will be presented by Jon Jones of 
Arlington, Texas, who isa CALLERLAB 
Accredited Caller Coach. NECCA’s goal 
is to maintain the professional skills of 
our members so that square dancing in 
New England will be the best it can be. 
Our callers are among the best in the 
world, and the clinic program is one of 
the reasons for this. 

Some of the money that each of the 
organizations has is used to subsidize 
the cost of lunch for those who attend 
the meetings. That is the only personal 
expense that is covered by any of the 
money. My travel cost is from my pock- 
et (and some drive more than 100 miles 
each way to the meetings). Many of us 
spend six to eight Sundays each year 
trying to find ways to promote our 
favorite activity and make it more fun 
for all who participate. Certainly enjoy 
working with others who share my love 
for square dancing, but there have been 
times when | would have enjoyed a quiet 
Sunday at home at least as much.

At this point, you have completed 1/4 of the 
action and are in a static square with the side couples across the set, Repeat the same action 
with the side couples starting the action. Repent with the Heads starting; then the Sides and 
you have completed the 64-beat figure, 


Ending formation: Static Square 
Timing: 64 beats. (Twice for Heads and twice for Sides, Can be used as individual 16- 
beat portions.) 


Teaching examples: Heads STAR TRACK (1/4 only), Heads Cross Trail Thru ... 
Left Allemande. 

Heads STAR TRACK, Sides STAR TRACK, Allemande Left, Grand Right & Left, 
Promenade Home. 

Singing call: Use as a 64-beat figure as the opener, closer or middle break in any 
singing call. 


NOTE: This call is easily used as a 16-beat figure to end in a static square with the side 
couples out of sequence; repeated with the side couples starting the action will leave the 
dancers in a static square in sequence with all dancers across the set from home.

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ABSENT-MINDED? 
HERE IS SOME HELP! 
By Jeanne O'Hara 


How many times have 
you wasted precious time 
looking for your car at a 
crowded shopping center? 
Or retraced your steps in 
an attempt to locate a 
missing purse or car keys 
or frantically hunted for 
your glasses (which every- 
one can see are perched on 
the top of your head)? 

If you forget upcoming 
dances, forget where you 
put things or even what 
you ran upstairs for, it 
could be because you are 
doing too many things at 
once and giving no 
particular job your full 
attention. Scattered 
thinking is a perfect 
breeding ground for absent- 
mindedness. 

Here are a few sug- 
gestions which may help us

It's no secret why doctors take so long to complete their education - 
most of them can't read their own notes. 
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The heavy demonstration/exhibition 
schedules are behind most clogging 
clubs as the fair/festival/picnic season 
winds down. What happens to take 
their place? A whole new group of 
people that have watched these 
dancers perform are eager to learn 
how to clog. New classes usually 
start in September in most areas. 
Kids are back in school, and many 
people have had their vacations. 
Normality (?!) returns. 

Many people take a deep breath and 
relax. Two or three demos in one day 
on weekends is a Common occurrence 
in the summer. Many fairs occur on 
the same weekend every year. Once 
the planners of these events get a 
group of dynamic cloggers that their 
patrons enjoy, the clogging group is 
invited back every year. This club be- 
comes an integral part of the festival. 

One such event is Sebago Days in 
Sebago, Maine. The Casco Bay 
Cloggers first performed for this event 
three years ago and were a hit. They 
have been back every year because the 
crowds show their appreciation loudly 
and consistently. It is felt that the 
cloggers' two shows benefit the Sebago 
Fire Department by having so many 
people show up on Saturday night just 
to see the dancing. They stay to buy 
food or chances or play games, ete, 
From the stage, the warm feeling 
generated by the audience is the 
reason everyone is up there perform- 
ing. [t makes everyone feel good! 

The latest old-time country fair in 
New England that I am aware of is 
the Fryeburg Fair in Fryeburg, Maine, 
September 30 through October 7, 
1990. Many clogging groups will be 
performing there this year. There was 
some talk of having a competition of 
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sorts among different clogging clubs, 
but Т haven't heard anymore on that. 
It would be fun for those with 
competition teams. An exhibition or 
demo team and a competition team are 
quite different. A competition team 
drills over and over to have great 
precision and exactness of movement 
of all parts of the body by each 
member of the team. Exhibition 
teams try to have each dancer do the 
same dance, obviously, but there are 
many variations on head, hand, leg, 
feat movement. This is okay for them. 
Com petition is not so aecepting of the 
individual idiosyncrasies. The drills 
smooth out all these differences in 
style, with the result a very pleasing, 
cohesive show. These are a joy to 
watch, much the same as a drum and 
bugle drill team that goes through 
complex patterns and maneuvers on а 
football field, forming wonderful 
pictures and shapes using human 
beings as the medium. Many people 
don’t have the time or energy to devote 
to becoming exactly like all the others 
on the stage. Most people just want to 
have fun! Thats what leisure time 
activities should be - fun!! If they are 
noL fun, most people's interest will 
eventually taper off and they will 
leave the activity. 

My observation is that the 
participants in clogging really like it. 
It doesn't always show on their fnces - 
no smile - but that's because they are 
concentratingso hard on remembering 
the steps. Гуе mentioned to a couple 
of avid cloggers that while on stage 
they aren't smiling. Their response 
invariably is, "I think I'm smiling!" 
Oh, for a large set of teeth!! You 
always look like you have a smile.

From. page 27 
call, tape a note to the bathroom mirror so 
you see it first thing in the morning. If your 
car is low on gas, tape that note on the 
steering wheel and don’t remove it until the 
tank is filled, 

Connect: items to remember them when 
you're out in publie. For instance, hook your 
umbrella through your purse handles, If 
you're carrying reports or a book, place them 
on top of your purse or coat. If you're a man 
who forgets his hat in a restaurant, place it on 
the seat beside you - ON THE OUTSIDE - sa 
when you leave you slide into it (works with 
purses, too). Never hang your shoulder bag on 
the back of a chair, or you'll forget it for sure. 

The very best way to find your car is to 
have a bright yellow or white square/round 
dance flag on your antenna and at least a 
general idea of where you parked.

CAST THE SHADOW FROM THE PROMENADE FORMAT REVISITED: 

The original starting formation for Cast the Shadow was the Promenade formation. 
Over the years the number of possible starting formations and variations to the 
call have overshadowed (no pun intended) the use of the call from the 
Promenade position. 


STARTING FORMATION: Promenade Formation. 


THE ACTION: The designated couple reacts to the command Heads/Sides Cast the 
Shadow ... the head ladies will "peel back" to meet the trailing lady for the outside 
ри of a shadow, the cast 3/4. The head man will do the cloverleaf portion of the 
Cast. the Shadow action while the side men who are adjacent to each other will do the 
single hinge and extend to the open center slot to end the action. 


ENDING FORMATION: Parallel Ocean Waves. 


NOTE: The centers who do the Hinge and Extend are adjacent to each other so they 
will be ahead of the action and can arrive at their ending center position before the 
rest of the action develops, SO, IT IS VERY IMPORTANT FOR THEM TO 
HINGE .. AND DELAY THEIR EXTEND. | do this by telling them to tap their 
foot and look ahead to see the center spot open up, then extend to complete the 
action, Another idea is to change, by directional calling, the centers to turn 3/4 then 
extend. The timing is perfect with a 3/4 turn, but you cannot eall it all the time with 
the 3/4 turn.

As we 
approach a new dance season, I'll suggest 
sorep of my favorites for refreshments. 
They're easy and delicious. 

The first one is: 

CORNFLAKE "MACAROONS" 

] egg white 1 cup cornflakes 
% cup sugar М tsp. almond extract 
% сир shredded —— 'A tsp. vanilla 

coconut dash of salt 

Preheat the oven to 350" and grease 
your cookie sheets. Beat the egg white 
until stiff, then stir in all other ingredients. 
Using a teaspoon, form a medium-size ball 
and place dough on cookie sheets. Bake for 
about 10 minutes or until lightly brown. 
Yields about 18 macaroons. 

Now let's try some: 

"LACE COOKIES": 

These are simple to make and so 
delicious they may not make it to the 
dance, ‘Thin, crisp, almost transparent, 
they're sure to be the hit of the party. 

1% cups uncooked ¥ tsp. salt 


oatmeal 2/3 cup melted butter 
lv2cupsit brown 1 egg, slightly beaten 
sugar Ya tsp. vanilla 
2 ‘TBSP flour 


Preheat your oven to 350^ F. In a large 
bowl mix the oatmeal, brown sugar, flour 


and salt. Now stir in the melted butter and 
then the slightly beaten egg and the 
vanilla. Combine well. Place the batter by 
Ve teaspoons onto the ungreased cookie 
sheets (space about 2" apart), Bake until 
lightly browned, about 5 minutes. Cool 
slightly, removing the cookies with a 
Spatula as soon as they are firm. Makes 
about 50 cookies, 

Last but not least, how about some 

"SOUR CREAM COOKIES" 
Very easy, very delicious 
2 eggs (or Egg 5 TBSP melted butter 
Beater equivalent) ¥ tsp. vanilla 
l cup white or 2 cups flour 
It brown sugar Vs tsp baking soda 
5 TBSP melted М tsp. nutmeg 
butter % cup sour cream 

Pre-heat your oven to 375° F. Buttor 
your cookie sheets; or if you prefer, spray 
them with Butter Flavored Pam? Beat 
your eggs well, then add the sugar, sour 
cream, butter and vanilla, beating well 
until mixed, In a separate bowl, mix the 
flour, baking soda and nutmeg, then add to 
first mixture, beating well, Arrange by 
teaspoonfuls, 1 inch apart, on a cookie 
sheet and bake for about 10 minutes or 
until lightly browned, 

That's all for this month, I hope you like 
these delicious treats, Until next month, may 
all your projects be "Sew Easy."

1991 event is slated for Atlanta, 
Georgia. The representatives felt that 
the square dance world needs to be 
made more aware of single square 
dancers and their needs. 

Several aspects of this report showed 
cooperation between the organizations, 
sharing ideas and working on projects 
jointly. The latter suggestion, which 
had already been brought up at an 
education panel, will be considered on 


several agendas in 1991. Those 
attending the dinner also agreed that 
representatives of various national 


organizations who attend the meetings 
of their counterparts should have some 
opportunity for a brief report on their 
organization and its projects, 

In spite of the difficulty of meeting 
in a dining room and of obtaining 
reservations for fifteen during a 
crowded square dance convention, the 
dinner meeting provides a chance for 
leaders to become acquainted and to 
discuss opportunities to work together 
for the promotion of square dancing. 
Besides, it’s fun, and that's part of 
square dancing!

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OPEN LETTER 
TO CALLERS, CALLERS’ WIVES & ANGELS 


The time has come again when we want 
to impart to the neophyte the great feeling 
of love and pleasure that. we have for this 
square dance activity of ours, Our classes 
are now starting, we have promised our 
new people fun, and we must make sure 
that they find it. Although fun may not 
hold the same meaning for all of us, each of 
us does expect to feel the warmth of 
friendship, the desire to smile, the lift and 
excitement of the music, the sense of well- 
being from the physical exercise, and 
hopefully, a sense of aceomplishment from 
each basic mastered. 

The caller, his wife and the square 
angels, by the very nature of what they 
have chosen to be, have 
dedicated themselves to 
helping the new dancer 
achieve all this, This is 
no easy matter due to 
the complexity of our 
dancing and the 
frequeney of dancing 
required to stay with it. 
Many of our new 
dancers are quickly 
frightened away by the 
magnitude of the 
challenge. It is up to us to make the 
learning process so much fun that they just 
can't bear to miss any of it. 

We must. make every effort to let them 
enjoy without frustration, and we must let. 
them win often enough to have the feeling 
of success. We must somehow teach them to 
listen without letting them feel that a 
mistake isa bad thing. We must show them 
that a smooth style of dancing is more 
important than knowing every figure. We 
must let them know we are glad they are 
there. All this is no small order, but we 
must succeed if our dancing is to survive, 
These are things we can remember that 
will help us accomplish this: 

1. Always wear a sincere smile. 

2. Always wear square dance attire but 
avoid elaborate clothes. 

3. Be ready to hop into a square quickly, 
If you plan to sit on the sidelines all 
evening, you'd better stay home. New 
dancers are embarrassed if you sit and 
watch them, 

4. Appear eager to dance with the new 
dancer at all times. You do love it, don't you? 
5. Don't give the learner instructions 
during the dancing. He becomes confused,

noL knowing whether to listen to you or 
the caller. 
6. lf a new dancer huris you by being 
rough, simply say "OW" 
loud enough so he hears 
you. If he asks you 
about it later, you then 
have the opportunity ta 
explain in what way he 
could be more gentle, 
7. Encourage the new 
dancer to wear com- 
fortable clothes, but do 
not insist he buy square 
dance attire until he 
truly wants to. 
8. Remember,  frus- 
tration is the greatest block to learning. 
Avoid letting our new dancer become 
frustrated whenever possible, 
9. Always remember that you were once a 
beginner. Was there 
someone who was 
especially nice to you? 
The new dancer is 
looking up to you to lead 
the way, so when you go 
to a beginner night dress 
as carefully as you would 
for club night (or more 
so) and dance with all 
the smoothness and 
SIMPLE GOOD STYLE 
(no gimmicks, please!) 
that you can muster. 
The new dancer depends on YOU to show 
him what is best. 








NOTE TO ALL DANCERS ...... 

You already know, but let me remind you 
thal. your new dancers are the life-blood of 
our activity, Our square dancing cannot 
survive without them. It will become 
stagnant and it will also become so exclusive 
that we will find ourselves pretty lonely in 
our empty halls. We cannot afford to be 
selfish. We must constantly hold out a hand 
to our new dancer so he may enjoy what we 
enjoy, or we shall have nothing.

A PLEA TO CALLERS AS THE NEW SEASON BEGINS 


I muse once again on what | would 
like to have waiting for me in the 
square dances I will attend this new 
season. The dances I have come home 
glowing about included a build-up in 
the energy of the evening - like a good 
novel with development, climax and 
denouement; variety in the kinds and 
moods of the music used and/or the 
kinds and combinations of the calls 
used; or (this one's really special) a 
combination of tempo and timing which 
creates an effortlessly soaring feeling 
(note: soaring is dancing). 

Pd like to have an occasional mixer, 
contra, gemini square, double square, 
progressive squares, the patter square in 
which the music fades out and all dance 
only to the patter and suddenly the 
music comes back and we're all on the 
beat, a series of "if you want to" or "those 
who can" calls, perhaps a freestyle waltz, 
a sing-a-long singing call, a call not on 
the designated list or а traditional 
sequence workshopped just for that 
evening elc. - and all of this with the 
normal complement of rounds and sound 
that is adequate but not. too loud. 

The round dance cuer should 
provide easier and harder rounds and a 
variety of rhythms and moods. There 
should always be a couple of rounds for 
those who may be in their first round 
dance class. 

Most of these suggestions affect the 
square dance program. This is not be- 


cause I am a round dance cuer, As I 
said, I believe the round dance program 
needs to have variety, too, Bul unless it 
is a round-dance-only event, there are 
always more square dancers than round 
dancers and more time devoted to square 
dancing than to round dancing, so I think 
the square dance program bears the 
majority of the responsibility for seeing 
that dancers stay the whole time and go 
home happy. I myself do not find joy in 
a whole evening of mechanical patter tips 
and perfunetory singing calls, and on 
such evenings | don't blame the dancers 
who go home early. 

So callers and cuers: | think it is our 


job to provide a dance good enough to 


rejuvenate these people. "The timing- 
tempo-soaring aspect of the square 
dance program is the first and foremost 
way to do this. Establish an attitude of 
"try your best" balanced by "it's only a 
square (round) dance." Practice 
brinksmanship: mix technicalities and 
challenge with familiar stuff so that the 
majority are reaching a little bit often 
but not demoralized by repeated 
failures. Occasionally include some- 
thing offbeat or different, but dont 
overdo it. Let the dancers soar and 
they will go home happy - furthermore, 
they will tell others about how 
wonderful you are and how great square 
dancing is.

for pre-determining dance level don't 
advertise Mainstream when it's Plus, 
I'm certain the other dancers in my 
square couldn't have enjoyed walking 
around in mass confusion for two-thirds 
of the second tip because 1 don't know 
Plus.

Square dancing has come of age. 
While most non-participants tend to 
think of square dancing in terms of the 
old-fashioned barn dance, modern 
dancers tell a different story. 

Square dancing has a proud and 
beautiful history, and one important 
note that is consistent throughout is 
that it has always changed to meet the 
needs of the times, Parts remain; one 
can still see shades of the English 
morris dancer, the Irish jig, the 
Scottish reels, the French minuet, the 
German landler, or the Polish polka. 
This "United Nations in Melody and 
Rhythm" has flowed throughout the 
pages of history to become one of the 
finest couple's activities today. 

The Old Time or traditional square 
dance had most of the ingredients of 
today’s modern or western square 
dance, but in most cases the caller or 
prompter would have à repertoire of 
pre-set dances that would go with a 
particular tune, "The dancers would 
know the dances as well as the caller. 

Many of the barn dances turned 
into drunken brawls and attendance 
dropped off at an alarming rate to the 
point where square dancing itself 
almost became a lost art. 

The revival in the mid-1940's of 
square dancing in its modern dress was 
due mostly to two people: Henry Ford 
and an educator named Lloyd "Pappy"

Shaw. Both journeyed around the 
North American continent searching 
out lost material and taking with them 
a group of dancers to demonstrate this 
new form of square dancing. Many 
new features were added. l'or 
example, it was completely out of order 
to drink any alcoholic beverages before 
or at a dance. The modern public 
address systems were being developed 
and records were starting to replace 
live music. 


The most important change, 
however, came about in the 
choreography. No longer were the 


whole dances memorized. Instead, the 
component parts of the dance were 
standardized, but the dance itself was 
now developed by the caller from these 
component parts. This obviously 
expanded the possibilities and in fact 
the only limitation became that of the 
caller's imagination. New figure or 
components were invented and are still 
being invented and so square dancing 
grew to fit the needs of today’s society. 
What accounted for the outstanding 
popularity of square dancing? First of 
all is the basic inborn need of everyone 
to move rhythmically to music. This is 
an instinct that is as old as mankind. 
The second is that it is fundamentally 
a couple activity or even a family 
activity with no age barrier.

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It is strange that so many people still 
do not know what "line dancing” is. You 
would think that an activity that is thirty 
years of age would be on the "tip of the 
tongue" of most people. But it is NOT. 

Let me give you a Lypical example: 
Marion and I received a letter in June 
from a friend in Michigan, who writes, 
"Paul and I went up to Massachusetts 
in September (1989), and one of Paul's 
sisters goes twice a week Lo meet with 
а group for what they call ‘line dancing.’ 
It seems to consist of simple chorus line 
steps, and they find it lots of fun as well 
as good exercise," Now that writer is 
more discerning than the average 
citizen, who knows far less. 

We must exert more effort in publici- 
zing this "new" (thirty years) activity, 
our favorite form of dance. Several 
ways to promote or inform folks about 
LINE/SOLO dancing is to offer to 
perform a short program or exhibition 
at your local senior center, grange, PTA, 
church group, etc. Let them see your 
smiling faces that light up whenever 
good dance music is presented. 

Another scheme that might be tried 
is to contact your local school physical 
education teachers to ascertain if they 
could put some line dancing into their 


classes. Forty years ago I did just that 
with square dancing. As a result several 
school systems in Massachusetts installed 
square dancing as an activity block in the 
general physieal education programs of 
their schools. Why not do the same thing 
with line/solo dancing? Try it, 

One of the earliest periodieals to 
carry information on line dance 
activities (besides The Northeast Square 
Dancer) is Dancing USA. 1% is a 
national magazine out of Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, Its main thrust is on 
ballroom dancing, but they are giving 
line dancing a good boost, especially the 
country/western lines. I am 
particularly pleased with their 
presentations of several good dances 
each month in a well-written form. 
Another plus is their articles on the 
favorite “Big Bands” which are 
reappearing in the USA dance hall. 

Here in Florida we are looking 
forward to a new dance season starting 
in November. When you snow birds 
arrive, you should look us up. Many of 
your former New England teachers are 
down here in Florida, and we look 
forward to your visits. See you then.

TWENTY-EIGHT DAYS of SQUARE DANCING & SIGHTSEEING 
in Northern Europe - June 12 - July 9, 1990 





Following our cruise, Kenn Reid, the 
Andersòns and I toured England by car, We 
danced in places where Kenn had calling 
dates: in Gosport in the Fareham Tertiary 
College auditorium, arranged by caller Dave 
& Jill Gillett; in Cheltenham at the Sacred 
Heart Church hall, arranged by callers Ray & 
Olive Blackburn and Colin & Brenda Pett, in 
Waltham as guests of the Abbey Allemanders 
at the Town Hall, arranged by caller Mike & 
Janet Burnham. All halls were filled to 
capacity by enthusiastic dancers, 

The third leg of the trip was a week's 
stay in St. Peter Port, Guernsey, one of the 
U.K.s English Channel islands. We 
attended the 9th annual square dance 
convention held in the Beau Sejour Audit- 
orium hall, with Kenn the invited caller 
along with caller host Mike Burnham and 
cuer Jenn Preston. The mix of 165 dancers 
from the U.K., Germany, France, 
Switzerland, Spain and the U.S. provided 
fun and friendship at the afternoon 
workshops and evening dances. As the 
English say, the convention was a "stmash- 
ing" success, Guernsey was annexed by 
Germany during World War II, when the 
Germans had 40,000 troops poised to 
thwart an invasion across the Channel. 

During our 12-day cruise, we visited 13 
cities in 6 countries and one municipality in 
Northern Europe. Our tour gave insight into 
political, religious and international events of 
Medieval times, Although these events 
changed the course of world history, not all 
are generally known. 

One was the legend of the "Holy Cross" of 
Waltham Abbey, in which some villagers in 
1030 AD dug in the hill above the village 
and found a great black stone crucifix with 
the figure of Christ exquisitely carved. 
This crucifix, along with other treasures, 
was taken to one of England's great

religious centers, However, the ox cart 
refused to budge until "Waltham" was 
mentioned. The cart then "shoved the oxen" 
and came to Waltham. 

In 1060, Harold Earl of Wessex was given 
the church in Waltham that housed the Holy 
Cross, and then he built a larger church to 
keep the Cross. It’s believed that the Cross 
cured Harold of paralysis, and for centuries 
Waltham was a center of pilgrimage for 
people seeking its healing aid. 

For hundreds of years the Waltham 
Abbey endured despite recurring battles 
and frequent alterations and restorations. 
Around 1520 King Henry VIII, angered 
because the Pope refused to annul his 
marriage to Catherine, who had borne him 
a daughter and not a son, ordered the 
"dissolution of the monasteries" and forced 
Parliament to pass two acts that made the 
break with the Roman Catholic church 
complete. The Waltham Abbey was the last 
monastery to be destroyed; but on protest 
һу the parishioners, Henry allowed the 
church and the tower at the east end 
(which later collapsed and was used to 
rebuild and buttress the west end tower) to 
remain for parish use. Inside the thick 
tower wall are stone steps completely worn 
out that have not been used for over 400 
years, It may be possible that thousands of 
people walked up these narrow steps to see 
the Holy Cross of Waltham, Where is the 
Cross today? Could it have been hidden by 
local people when the Abbey was destroyed? 

This Abbey of Norman origin, still 
protected by a section of the old moat and 
showing portions of the foundation, has 
been restored to make it a beautiful, 
peaceful, and serene house of prayer-

CHALLENGE RAMBLINGS 





In September we talked about 
various global ways of changing square 
dancing. These included Arky dancing, 
same-sex squares, Mirror Image dancing 
and Arky Mirror Image dancing. While 
these represent the generally accepted 
changes, others are possible, Here are a 
few more to consider, 

Sixteen dancers can square up in 
one large square and attempt to 
perform all the movements, using one of 
the following concepts: As Couples, In 
Tandem, Couples Twosome, or Tandem 
'"'wosome. When we tried this, we 
found that we didn't have enough time. 
Think about the difference in timing 
between a Swing Thru and an As 
Couples Swing Thru. One might think 
that dancing everything Couples 
'l'wosome would help since a twosome 
arm turn requires fewer steps than an 
As Couples arm turn. However, we 
didn't have much success with the 
twosome variation. 

I always enjoy trying to switch 
places with my diagonal opposite in an 
adjacent square. I try to make sure 
that he is someone I know and that I 
have made eye contact with him. I try 
for as imperceptible a switch as 
possible. For example, if we are #1 in 
columns and the call is Coordinate, we 
will walk straight ahead for the first 
cireulate instead of flipping around the 
end of our own column. If we had been 
42 in the column, we would have 
cireulated 1% and, while the center 6 
Lraded, we would also trade. I have two 
ground rules. First, make sure that 
both squares are strong enough that 
ihe switching isn't going to cause prob-

lems. Second, try to switch back by the 
end of the patter call. 

One time at the National Challenge 
Convention there was a square of 
Massachusetts dancers up front all 
wearing red gingham. Next to them 
was a square of New Yorkers all 
wearing blue gingham. Тһе color 
scheme made it much more obvious 
than usual when I traded with my 
opposite in the New York square. Soon 
the rest of the dancers had the same 
idea and, before the tip was over, we 
had interchanged squares. 

If you don't have enough dancers to 
make a complete set, try dancing with 
what you have. Each of the possible 
situations feels different. If you are 
only missing one person, it is very much 
like a full square. You have to keep 
track of where the phantom is, but you 
don't interact with it very often. If you 
have four dancers, you could make 
everyone heads. In this way, everyone 
has an opposite. Another possibility is 
to make the real dancers be couples one 
and two. Now you have a real person 
for each different part. However, you 
are counting on no one making mis- 
takes, If all you have is yourself, give it 
a іту anyway, You can first check your 
counterpart in another square, Use this 
person as your reward at the end of 
each sequence. Dance the sequence 
without watching him; and when you 
hear the left allemande, check to see 
that he is where you think you are.

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As I write this I have just spent an 
afternoon dancing to several of New 
England's better callers. This is a rare 
experience for me, and it confirms 
observations I have made before. When 
I am dancing to the music without 
having to stop moving between calls or 
run to catch up, I don’t even notice 
what dance program is being called. 
The only time I notice the choreography - 
the calls and the way they fiL. together - is 
when the square breaks down or my 
smooth dancing is interrupted. If 
someone asks me whether the tip I just 
danced was Mainstream or Plus, I have 
to stop and think about what calls were 
used. 1 certainly don’t give it any 
thought while I’m dancing. 

Along this line, a CALLERLAB 
committee that I’m on has made an 
interesting discovery. We are looking at 
how the calls can be used with 
reasonable certainty of dancer success. 
The "how" means what formations 
within the square or what 
arrangements of boys and girls. For 
calls on the Mainstream list there are 
usually at least a couple of ways to do 
the call that most dancers can handle 
with ease. For calls on the Plus list 
there is usually only one setup that 
most dancers can do reliably. As an 
example, on a Follow Your Neighbor, 
the boys had better be facing in; and for 
Track IT, the girls had better be on the 
right side. If not, many squares are 
likely to break down. The reason squares 


break down is that callers have not 
given the dancers practice with these 
variations of the calls. Callers have not 
provided the practiee because dancers 
seem not to want it, 

Whatever the reason for the limited 
popularity of APD (All Position Dan- 
cing) or DBD (Dancing By Definition), it 
is true that many squares break down 
when uncommon formations or arrange- 
ments are called. What the committee's 
finding means for all of us is that 
variety in the dance patterns at Plus 
dances will come from the Mainstream 
calls. If the ealler at a Plus dance 
wants to offer a program of changing 
dance patterns, the changes will come 
in the way the Mainstream calls are 
used. The Plus calls will be used in 
one setup only, or massive breakdown 
will result. 

That’s interesting to notice, and it's 
important for callers to understand if 
they are trying to control the difficulty 
of the dance. Does it make any 
difference to me as a dancer? Only if 
the ealler fails to control the difficulty 
and my square breaks down. As] have 
said many times before, bad calling will 
break down the floor often. My only 
question is why dancers are so ready to 
accept. the blame for breakdowns that 
result from bad calling. If my square is 
the only one stopped, maybe I need 
more practice. If many are stopped, the 
caller needs more practice.

EARL JOHNSTON 


It all started at a 
high school dance in 
1942 where he 
originally played sax 
in a small band. 
When the students 
wanted a square 
dance one night, 
баг! took the mike 
and called his first 
dance. He has been 
valling ever since. 

Earl was first 
known as a prompt- 
er, calling dances 
with a local band 
that played in Mas- 
sachusetts and east- 
ern Connecticut for 
seven years, calling 1 
every Wednesday, \ 
Friday and Saturday 
night. In 1949, he joined the newly 
formed Connecticut Callers and Teach- 
ers Association. 

Al Brundage suggested that he go 
into the new Western Style Square 
Dancing, and Earl feels that this was 
the turning point in his calling career. 
Within a year, he began classes for 
children in three local schools, teaching 
more than 500 children a week. Soon 
after, he had adult classes going. 

He always recalls that first class he 
tried to start with adults, There were 
ads in the paper, and he had rented a 
hall. No one showed up! This did not 
deter him. Не tried another date, 
rented the school - and this time so 
many people came to take lessons that 
he ran two nights (Monday and 
Tuesday) with 25 squares each night. A 
new activity was started. 

In 1955, the first Atlantic Square 
Dance Convention was held in Boston. 
Earl was one of four callers to receive 
the scholarship from the Arnold Baking 
Company to go to the Fifth National 
Square Dance Convention in San Diego, 
California, June 1956. Because of his 
success at this convention and the many 
invitations to call dances all over the 
US, he became a National Caller. 

At this time, Earl was caller/teacher

for square dance clubs of West Spring- 
field and Chicopee, Massachusetts; 
Vernon and Manchester, Connecticut; 
and the Rockin' K's, which in today's 
standard would be an Advanced Level 


club. More clubs were added over the 
years: SacroMarliacs, — Earlistocrats, 


Shooting Stars, Bucks 'N Does, and 
Ledyard Squares. Earl has called at 
every major festival in the U.S. and 
Canada and the 2nd International 
Festival in Munich, Germany. 

In the 60's and 70's, Earl and his 
family traveled extensively all over the 
US, calling dances in every state 
except Hawaii. He stopped traveling 
when there was a gas crisis in the 70's. 

In 1961, Earl and Al Brundage ran 
their first Callers School, which was 
held in Pittsfield, Massachusetts. Since 
that time, Earl has been involved in 
Caller Schools in California, Colorado, 
Iowa, Michigan, Virginia and New 
England. There are many fine callers 
in this country who can trace their 
caller training to one of these schools. 

Karl has been a recording artist on 
the Grenn Label since 1959, when he 
recorded "Mack Is Back" ("Mack the 
Knife.") It was a tremendous hit. Some 
of his other hits have been "Kingston

Town," "Coney Island Washboard Gal," 
"Green River," "Let a Smile Be Your 
Umbrella," "Java" and "Scollay Square," 
to mention a few of the more than 35 he 
recorded, He was nine times on the 
Sels in Order Bonus Album. 

In 1970, Earl was inducted into the 
Square Dance Hall of Fame. He was 
one of the original members of Callerlab 
and served on the Board of Governors. 
He was the first chairman of NECCA 
and served again as chairman at a later 
date. He was the first chairman of the 
Springfield Callers Association and was 
chairman of the Connecticut Callers 
and Teachers Association several times. 

Earl has been involved in other

Starting Formation: Right or Left Hand Waves. Timing - 8 - Plus Facing Command 
The Action: Ends and Adjacent Centers Hinge, Outfacers Fold, All Double Pass Thru, and 


then take the Facing Command, From Right Hand Waves, the Hinge will be Right Handed 
and the Double Pass Thru is standard (i.e,, Right Shoulder Pass). From Left Hand Waves, 


the Hinge is Left Handed and the Double Pass Thru action is a Left Shoulder Pass. 
Ending Formation: Varies Dependent on the Facing Command Given 


Note: As is the case with "Tag the Line" - "Linear Tag" is completed after the Double Pass 
Thru. The Facing Command (Right, Left, In, Out, ete.) is action added to the call, Linear 


Tag will be useful in all programs.

BMI LICENSING AGREEMENTS 


The law is explicit and requires 
people who play recorded music to have 
license agreements in order to play 
records. In the square dance activity, 
Broadcast Music Inc. (BMI) obtained a 
copy of the National Square Dance 
Directory and sent out thousands of 
letters to various contact people, Some 
were club officers and some were square 
dance callers. In this mailing, BMI 
included standard rates that would 
translate to an annual fee of $15.00 per 
event (dance) and that would translate 
to an annual fee of $300.00 for a club 
which danced twice a month for 10 
months of the year. 

Hundreds of phone calls were made to 
different individuals throughout the 
United States. Hundreds were made to 
the CALLERLAB office and probably a 
larger amount to ROUNDALAB as well. 
In any event, CALLERLAB and 
ROUNDALAB met with representatives 
of BMI on Friday, October 12, 1990. The 
net results of that meeting are not yet 
finalized, but BMI has agreed to suspend 
any further actions on the letters they 
sent out pending satisfactory conclusions 
to the negotiations between BMI and 


CALLERLAB/ROUNDALAB. 

What CALLERLAB and 
ROUNDALAB are trying to negotiate is 
a general license to perform any music 
controlled by BMI. The license would 
be issued to the callers and cuers and 
relieve the clubs of the responsibilities 
of licensing. 

When satisfactory negotiations are 
completed for BMI, we anticipate 
similar arrangements for ASCAP., 

Bottom line: 

* All letters sent out in late Sept- 

ember/early October are on hold, 

Take no actions and send no reply. 

* CALLERLAB is negotiating for 

its members and ROUNDALAB 

is negotiating for its members, 

Licenses will be issued to the 

callers and cuers, not the clubs, 

* When completed, it is to the 

advantage of the clubs to hire only 

callers and cuers who are licensed 

to use BMI and ASCAP music. 

The risk of not doing this is a 

jeopardy to the future well being 

of the clubs and the activity.

Several гна em id me 
about the CALLERLAB dance programs 
and how to interpret the various 
designations they see in advertising. 
This magazine tries hard to use correct 
and consistent designations. There is a 
listing of the correct designations at 
the end of the dance calendar section, 
(1 have discussed these with the editors, 
and you will note a change this month 
from MS/Plus to MS&PL when the 
dance will include both Mainstream and 
PLUS tips.) The reason for change is 
the concern that Mainstream dancers 
going to a dance called MS/PLUS might 
expect that some tips are limited to 
Mainstream calls. Most dances listed 
that way in the past have, in fact, used 
PLUS calls in every tip. 

There is no program called 
Mainstream PLUS, but many dancers 
and a lot of club advertising still use 
that name to mean PLUS. MS+ is not 
a program, The designation (and dance 
program) MS & PLUS is fairly new, 
Some groups have begun alternating 
MS and PLUS tips. A correct way to 
designate that program is MS&PL. 
Another common program practice is 
the "Star" tip. This usually means a tip 
using calls from the next program - 
PLUS at a Mainstream dance or Al at 
a PLUS dance. This program is correct- 
ly described as PLUS with an A1 tip. 

The reason for designating the dance 
program in advertising is to let dancers 
know - before they leave home - 
whether they will recognize the calls 
that are being used. Some of you have 
been dancing long enough to remember 
the early 1970s. Then a Saturday night 
dance was certain to include the 
teaching of half a dozen calls that were 


brand new to most of t ain аьа. 
Even experienced dancers had по way 
of knowing which of these they should 
try to remember and which they would 
never hear again. 

One of the first tasks that dancers 
asked CALLERLAB to take on was 
limiting the flood of new calls, The way 
we did this was to establish the 
Mainstream dance program, A couple 
of years later we added a program 
called Mainstream PLUS - and that’s 
where the confusion began. Soon we 
realized the problem and changed the 
name to just PLUS, but it was obviously 
too late. At the same time we grouped 
more calls into PLUS 1 and PLUS 2 
dance programs. That, too, proved to be 
a mistake, and we soon combined them 
into a single PLUS program. At about 
that same time we divided the 
Mainstream program and called the 
first 48 calls the BASIC program. 

We now have a very stable series of 
dance programs which change very 
little, if at all, from year to year. Each 
of the programs includes all of the calls 
on the preceding programs. None of 
them include any Quarterly 
Experimental calls. These are to be 
taught each time they are used. The 
correct designations for the dance 
programs are: BASIC, MAINSTREAM, 
PLUS, ADVANCED 1, ADVANCED 2, 
and CHALLENGE. They can be abbre- 
viated as B, MS, PL, Al, A2, Cl and 
C2. They may also be combined with 
"&" or "and If you will use these 
designations in your advertising and on 
your flyers, dancers will know what to 
expect when they eome to your dances.

IRONIES OF THE OTHER SIDE 


There are usually two sides to 
everything, The current scrutiny of the 
Square and round dance world by the 
music licensing BMI and ASCAP is part 
of the other side of the effort of the 
dance community to publicize and 
promote round dancing, including those 
efforts made under the buzzwords of 
"heritage" or "legacy" or "folk dance." 
In addition to music licensing, it is 
possible that the increased publie 
awareness of square dancing may bring 
less welcome notice, such as increased 
scrutiny for taxes (sales or use tax, 
income tax, etc.) 

What people from BMI or the 
Department of Revenue see is the 
organized activity of square and round 
dancing, even as promoters work very 
hard to have square dancing declared 
the folk dance of enough states that 
maybe Congress will give in (after 
declining to do so previously) and 
declare square dancing io be the 
American folk dance. In this promotion, 
any images of the westward expansion, 
barn raisings, kitchen junkets, etc., in 
which dancing somehow arises 


spontaneously out of the people, are put

forth. The irony is that the word "folk" 
does not usually connote such a broadly 
organized activity as we have Loday - 
and we are broadly organized. Beyond 
the individual clubs, callers and cuers, 
we have state or regional, national and 
international organizations, directories, 
publications, suppliers of music, 
clothing and choreography, and so on. 
Furthermore, we need [o recruit 
diligently to keep up our numbers. 
Instead of the dancing springing up out 
of the people, we have to convince the 
people to give dancing a try. 

As | muse on this apparent irony, I 
wonder if the earnest efforts to promote 
square dancing as a folk dance might 
better be turned to dealing with the 
changing reality of square dancing 
today. Standardization and 
organization have had their obvious 
benefits, but along with these benefits 
has been a decrease in the folk aspect of 
the dance and the environment in 
which jt occurs. In recognizing and 
valuing our past, T hope we do not 
neglect our present.

Imagine a squared sel. You are the 
number one man (or woman). The caller 
says, "Heads Square Thru 4," Do you know 
where you are? Can you follow your part of 
the action of a Square Thru 4 in your head? 
Next the caller says, "Do Sa Do to a Wave," 
followed by a "Swing Thru." If you are 
following the number 1 man, you should be 
thinking that you are now the lead center in 
a right-hand ocean wave, 

The next calls are "Men Run," "Couples 
Circulate," and "Wheel and Deal" Where do 
you think you arc now? ‘The final calls are 
"Pass Thru," "Trade By," and "Allemande 
Lei” Where are you right before the 
allemande lefi? How far do you have to 
promenade? Did the sequence work; Lea did 
everyone allemande left with his/her corner 
and promenade his/her partner? 

V expect that al! Challenge dancers have the 
capability of learning the skill of following 
sequences in their heads, Having learned that 
skill, they should be able to answer all but one 
of the questions posed above, Since the skill 
that T want you to consider learning is that of 
following your own position within the 
formation, the question Ol whether sequence 
works is not relevant. 

When I was trying to learn and review 


calls, | was usually in a car, on the way to a 
Level 4 (what we now call A2) or Level 5 
(now called C1) dance. I would ask Mike 
Tersoff to remind me how Scoot and Little 
More works. He would ask me tà imagine 
that 1 am the end ol the wave in a 1/4 tag 
setup, Then he would tell me how the first 
part of Scoot and Little More goes and ask 
me to tell him where 1 am after each part. 
At first it was very difficult to follow my part 
of even one call in my head. After some 
practice, 1 can follow a whole sequence 
without a problem. 

Does this help my dancing? 1 think so. 
it has given me опе more way in which to 
think about calls. Also, it has made me 
much more aware of my position in а 
particular formation, 

1 want you 10 give this a try- Either with 
the sequence | listed above or some 
Mainstream sequences out of a magazine, or 
while you are sitting out at your next dance, 
try to follow your part and the squares’ 
formation call after call. While it may seem 
impossible at first, see if you don't improve 
with a little practice.

Who would ever think that a minor 
miracle could actually begin in a gym 
class of a 114-pupil, nearly-rural high 
school? Not a likely place? But it did! 

It all came about in Colorado 
Springs when one man, Dr. Lloyd 
Shaw, superintendent-teacher, set his 
Cheyenne Mountain High School gym 
class to dancing once again the old 
cowboy dances so loved and cherished 
by their grandparents. Dr. Shaw had 
spent almost a quarter of a century 
collecting and putting together the 
fragments of these dances almost lost 
because, in true folk tradition, they 
had been handed down solely by word 
of mouth. As memories faded, so did 
the dances. 

Dr. Shaw saw these old dances in a 
new light. He explained that he 
wanted dancing to carry hilarious joy 

the laughing abandonment... the 
rhythmic ecstasy.., the contagious good 
fellowship without which dance would 
be nothing at all. 

In 1936 Dr. Shaw was invited to 
bring his Cheyenne Mountain Dancers 
to Central City to perform for three 
weeks at the Play Festival. With a 
whoop and a holler, pretty little girls 
with swirling petticoats, lost in the 
arms of cowboys wearing brightly 
fringed shirts and stomping boots, 
flashed upon the tourist audience with 
breathless speed, leaving them stunned 
and entranced. 

When the shock wore off, Dr. Shaw 
was besieged with “Teach us how to do 
those dances" and "Where can we learn 
(o dance like that?" By the end of

their three-year play in Central City, 
Dr. Shaw had ready for market a book 
that would teach everybody how to 
dance these dances all by themselves, 
Cowboy Dances, A Collection of Western 
Square Dances, à book for beginners, 
417 pages, became the bible of Western 
Square Daneing. 

Next came the Cheyenne Mountain 
Exhibition Dance Team on summer bus 
tours to every corner of the country. 
After each dance the dancers descended 
to the floor, gathered in the audienco, 
and danced with them, proving that 
everybody could share in the fun, 

Western Square Daneing spread like 
wildfire. In 1940 Dr. Shaw opened the 
Shaw Summer Fellowship, classes 
designed for callers and teachers, limit 
200, held in the Cheyenne Mountain 
High School for one week. Dr. Shaw 
offered inspiration, fellowship and 
intensive instruction in Cowboy 
dancing. As these classes grew both in 
popularity and in numbers, more and 
more graduates developed into respon- 
sible, enthusiastic leaders providing 
careful organization and progression for 
leadership club, classes, workshops and 
institutes all over the world. 

By 1947 Dr. Shaw had ready The 
Round Dance Book, A Century of 
Waltzing, 448 pages, containing over 
one hundred old-time American Round 
Dance and Circle Mixers, with 
histories of these dances. Good old 
everyday Americans danced up a storm 
while cooler objective pundits called it 
a Revival.

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HOCKEY STICK

Overview: This is a figure covering 2 
measures of music in 6 steps (10 in Cha 
Cha) which is used extensively in Rumba 
and Cha Cha. The name comes from the 
fanciful idea that the movement of the lady 
resembles a hockey stick as traced on the 
dance floor; that is, a straight line with a 
shorter angle out at approximately 135°, 
We will deseribe it as used in Rumba and 
note the adaptation to Cha Cha, Since this 
is an international figure, we should 
remind the readers that weight is placed on 
the lead foot, almost immediately with the 
softening of the knee to follow. ‘Timing 
is 9,9,5,-; 9,9,5,-; 

The Hockey Stick starts from the fan 
position where the M is normally facing 
the wall with weight on his R and the 
inside of the 1, about 18-20" to the side. 
He is somewhat. shaped to the right and 
his left hand joined with the W's right 
hand nearly at full length (looking toward 
the wall), Women have extend their L 
backward while leaving the R in place 
and facing nearly DRW. 

Step 1 is forward twd wall for the M 
(ball/flat) as he shortens the distance 
between himself and the Woman, which 
forces her to close her К. As she does so 
she will rise a little on her L while 
drawing her R back in a swiveling action 
before lowering to a flat R. 

On step 2 the M recovers on his R by 
bringing the joined hands toward him. 

During steps 1 and 2 the M's hand is 
normally extended to the right (W's left 
extended to the left on 1 and then brought 
across the body with palm down for 2), 

W's step forward RLOD L on Z 
(ball/flat). 

On step 3 the M closes L and 
shapes strongly to the right while 
bringing his right hand down near the 
side with bent elbow. 

NOTE: Other variations of hand posi-

tion are used, but the M must clearly 
indicate that the W is to continue down 
RLOD. W step fwd K to end nearly in 
front of M with joined hands over her 
head and looking now to her right. 

On step 4 the M steps backward R to 
start a 2nd half basic while leading the W 
to eontinue forward. The W uses this 
lead to step forward L starting a LF turn. 

Step 5 is a critical one where the M 
must allow for the W's movement with 
the joined hands, which are quickly 
lowered on his recovery step back to the 
L foot to the Latin or waist-high hold. W 
continue their LF trn with an accelerated 
pivot LF after placing the R fwd to end 
nearly facing the M. 

On step 6 the M steps diag forward R, 
keeping some tension in the joined 
LH/RH as the W completes her turn to 
end backing DRW on her L with a diag 
pointing to the left but R still pointing 
toward the partner. This is a strong 
movement for both as the M extends his 
RH outward and upward as he faces 
DRW and the W use both steps 5 and 6 to 
move their LH in a CCW are to end with 
an extension outward and upward on a 
diagonal line. 

In Cha Cha the figure is executed in 
the same basic way as the Rumba with 
the exception of the added chassés. On 
step 3 the M almost closes L for a 
sideward chassé along LOD L/R,L. 

W will chassé forward R/L,R, being 
careful not to go beyond the M's 
position, After the M's recovery on 
step 7, he will divide his 1/8 RD trn to 
end facing DRW with the diagonal 
forward chassé (R/L,R). W match their 
chassé to the M’s by backing DRW L/R,L 
as they complete their slight LF turn. 
Timing is 1, 2, 3 and 4; 1, 2, 3 and 4; 
Hand action is just about the same except 
that in Cha Cha there is more of a loose- 
jointed action which dramatizes the 
heavier beat of the music.

LOAD THE BOAT WITH A VARIETY OF DANCER ARRANGEMENTS: 





Working with Load the Boat from a variety of dancer arrangements need not be 
difficult for the dancers if they really learn the center part with the same emphasis 
that they learn a Square Thru from a D.B.D. standpoint. The center part of Load the 
Boat involves 4 parts; the first & last are simply a Pass Thru action, so all there is 
to get down pat is what amounts to a turn your back to your partner and a common 
Partner Trade. To gain that confidence, have the Heads Rollaway and have the 
heads work the center part of Load the Boat Then the Sides, 4 boys/girls... Then put. 
the dancers into the lines and go from there... Note: It may be a good idea to work 
the dancers with the term "TURN AWAY," implying turn your back to your partner.
